The scenes in Egypt marking 
the return of Nokrashy / Pasha 
from the United States and the 
Sccurity Council debate on the 
Anglo-Epyptian “Freaty, show 
clemly enough the real factors 
Operating ta prevent an amicable 
understanding. That ‘inflamma- 
tory specches at Lake Success, 
and the fanciful plea that  Bri- 
tain's treaty rights—and ob. 
ligations—in Epypt are a 
“potential — peril to peace and 
security,” should, in spite of a 
diplomatic failure, be the means 
of -inereasing Nokrashy  Pasha's 
prestige in Egypt, must. further 
reduce hopes of conciliation—for 
it can only be interpreted as in- 
dicating that’ the extremists are 
vaining a dominating — influence. 
In a sense, of course, peaceful re- 
lations between countries are al:

Saris Turns Up 

In 1611' John. Saris,. in com- 
mand of a ficet of Britlsh ships, 
arrived In Japan, bringing with 
him « letter from ‘King James 
I to Tyeyasu. He met Adams, 
and the two took an Immediate 
dislike for cach other. Saris dis- 
liked Adama becouse, although 
England was then at war with 
Portugal, Adams allowed 
Spanish and Portugueso people 
to live In his house. 

Adams was so popular with 
Tycynsu that he was given per- 
mission to return to England, If 
he wished, with Saris. He was 
contemplating returning, but 
after a quarrel with Saris deo 
elded againat it. So Saris sail. 
ed home alone, : 

Adams now became virtually 
a Jaopancse citizen, He” was 
granted full rights as a Japan- 
ese, and, although his wife 
and children in. England were

Son And Daughter 

Adams had by his Japanese 
wife a son and daughter, Miura 
Anjin IX und Susan.

@ temple and shrine in memory 
of his distinguished father. 

William Adams died on May
